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SEWERAGE AND SEWAGE DISPOSAL 


The year 1971 was significant in the environmental history of the Town 
of Bakewell in that the construction of the modern sewage treatment plant at 
Picory Corner was completed and these works brought into use. 


The conctruction of the works was part of a larger scheme jointly 
sponsored by the Bakewell Urban and Rural District Councils, designed to treat 
sewage from the Bakewell Urban District and the surrounding Parishes. 


The Consulting Engineers were Messrs Elliott, Brown and Moore of 
Nottingham, the main contractors Messrs. Ze & We. Wade Ltd. of Whaley Bridge. 
The contract involved the laying of 13 miles of sewer, the construction of 
pumping station and sewage treatment plant capable of treating a dry weather 
flow of 699,00 gallons per day of sewage from 2 population of 14,000 persons. 
The anticipated overall cost of the scheme being £753,000. 


There is no doubt this is a major achievement for a town of 4,200 
population and indicates the Council's interest and pride in its environment. 


The scheme also illustrates the ability of neighbouring Local Authorities 
to embark on joint enterprise, for the scheme was administered through a Joint 
Committee comprised of elected members of Bakewell Urban and Rural District 
Councils. 


This Committee will continue to administer the scheme until Local 
Government Reform in 1974. 


Further works of sewerage have been commenced during the year which 
include the laying of a new outfall sewer from the Town Centre to the Haddon 
Road Pumping Station. This includes the laying of 21 inch and 18 inch 
diameter sewers to replace the present 15 inch and 12 inch diameter sewers. 
The Consultinz Engineers are Messrs. A. H. S. Waters & Partners of Birmingham 
and the contract is in the region of £100,000. In conjunction with the laying 
of the new sewers works are being carried out to eliminate infiltration water 
from the existing sewers. An extensive survey of the sewers has been carried 
out using television cameras drawn through the sewers by winches and 
photographs taken of any damaged or faulty sections of sewer, to give a 
permanent record. It is interesting to record that in general the sewers are 
considered to be in good condition with some exceptions and where there are 
defects these lengths of sewer are to be relaid. 


The Contractors for thework are Messrs Lane Brothers (Mansfield) Ltd. 


HOUSING 


The Council have vigorously pursued their policy of building additional 
rented accommodation. The first phase of the Council's housing development 
at Stoney Close comprising 12 three bedroomed houses and 8 two bedroomed 
houses was completed early in the year. Plans are in the course of preparation 
for a second phase developmentand 10 three bedroomed houses, 14 two bedroomed 
houses, 2 four bedroomed houses and 15 one bedroomed flats. This will increase 
the Council's housing stock by 61 dwellings and provide valuable rented 
accommodation. Work on the construction ofthe second phase of houses is 
expected to start in the spring of 1972. 


In addition to the Council's own development a Housing Association has 
shown interest in the purchase of Burton Closes Mansion with the intention 
of converting the house into flats and building further flats inthe grounds. 
A percentage of these dwellings will be available for letting to tenants 
nominated by the Council. 
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The need for rented accommodation has increased partly due to Messrs 
Fearnehough employees who live in Sheffield and work in Bakewell and require 
accommodation nearer their place of work. The Council have no slum clearance 
problems but there is a steady demand for housing from young persons commencing 
marital life and the more elderley who wish for smaller accommodation in their 
retirement years. 


REFUSE COLLECTION 


I was very pleased to see the introduction for the whole of the town 
of the paper sack system of refuse collection. There is no doubt there are 
many advantages such as improved hygiene in storage of refuse on house-holders 
premises, dustless loading as the refuse is already packed, elimination of 
noise associated with metal dustbins and not least very much improved 
conditions for the refuse collectors. 


The system seems to have been well received by the general public and I 
commend the Gouncil for keeping abreast of modern methods in this important 
public service. 


FACTORY ACT 1961 


Particulars with regard to the Factory Act 1961 appear as an appendix. 


I had to comment last year that the Electric Power Storage Co. had 
closed their works causing much local unemployment. 


I am now able to report on 2 more optimistic note in that Messrs. 
Fearnehough's of Sheffield have purchased the works and commenced manufacture 
in mid 1971. They are engaged on the production of shear blades which is 
closely associated with the steel industry. The firm employ approximately 
180 persons mostly male and although many of those are employees from their 
Sheffield works it is expected there will be a gradual absorption of local 
labour .

MOBILE PHYSIOTHERAPY SERVICE 
During the year a voluntary body developed the impetus to organise a 
mobile physiotherapy service in this part of Derbyshire. The Committee 
decided to give both moral and practical financial support to this venture . 
My thanks are due to the Council and my colleagues for their ready 


help and co-operation, both with general duties and with the compilation of 
this report.

NORTH DERBYSHIRE WATSR BOARD 


Report to Medical Officer of Health on 


Water Supply to Bakewell U.D. Year 1971 


The supplying authority to the area is the North Derbyshire Water Board. 


The supply sources to the area are a Bulk Supply of treated water from the 
Derwent Valley Water Board and Fallinge Spring. Both are stored in open 
reservoirs and pass, after chlorination, into distribution and to three 
balancing tanks. 


Storage is in open reservoirs, the absence of filtration and stagnation in 
balancing tanks at the end of the systei inevitably results in deterioration 
of quality during distribution. 


The quantity proved adequate, no restrictions being imposed. 


Chemical and Bacteriological analyses are carried out in the Board's labor- 
atories. All raw, treated and distributed waters are examined at least 
monthly, the number of examinations carried out in 1971 being:- 


Bacteriological 184 
Chemical 60 


Bacteriological results on treated waters have generally been satisfactory. 
Chemical results vary with location in view of the fact that two sources 
are involved.

Samples taken at source, in distribution and after overnight standing in lead 
service pipes, when examined for residual lead have yielded results which have 
been within the acceptable figure for lead concentration.

107 metres of main were laid for housing developments. 


Before being brought into use all new mains were washed out, sterilized and 
samples taken to ensure satisfactory bacteriological and physical results. 


Waters were monitored for radioactive substances and results were well below 
the recommended minimum levels. 


Monthly reports of current bacteriological and physical results were forwarded 
to the Medical Officer of Health.
